The first congregation of Hpiscopalians in this 
vivinity was in the year s 1798/9 when the families 
of David Green John Roberts Jonathan Hurd ----- Ward 
and -—-~-~- Dodge & others ,residents of the towns of 
Pompey and Manlius assembled for worship in each other's 
dwellings. The Rev. Mr. Nash (Father Nash) preached 

twice at the home of David Hibbard in Pompey. 

In Janvary, 1804 Rev.Davenport Phelps missionary, organized 
the church which was in charge of missionaries until 1810 
when the first rector Rev.#arker Adams came succeeded 

in 1811 by Rev.William A. Clark. 

The church building was erected in 1613. 


The earliest list of commnicants of Christ Church, is in 
the hand-writing of Rev.Palmer Dyer under date of 
gept.1,1823, copied into the Parish register by 

Rev. B.H.Hickox about 1827.
